The Imperial Chancellor 
Thinks Germany's Foreign 
Policy has not been Shak- 


en by Bismarck. 


^Special Dispatch to the Tran scrlpt.l 


BERLIN, Nov. W.—In anticipation of a 


statement from the imperial chancellor 
Prince Hohenlohe on the subject of the 
revelation's by Prince'Bismarck's paper re- 
garding tbe secret treaty between Eussla 
and Germany from 18SS to 1890 there was 
a large attendance at the opening of the 
relchstag today. Among those present 
were Count Herbert Bismarck, who would 
take active part in the debate to defend 
his father against attacks. 


The Important Qnectlon. 


Count Von Hompreoch, centrist leader, 


introduced an interpellation notice which 
was given Wednesday last. Briefly the 
question was, did a secret convenant 
between Russia and Germai.y exist till 


1890; if so why was it not prolonged, and 
have recent disclosures had influence 
upon the drelbund and Germany's rela- 
tions to other powers? 


Prinee Holieulolie Heplte*. 


Replying Prince Hohenlohe said: "Re- 


garding the negotiations between Rus- 
sia and Germany from 1887 to 1890 it was 
agreed at tbe time that absolute secrecy 
would be observed. The time when the 
obligation ceased cannot consequently be 
deflned by us alone. I therefore, for the 
moment am not in a position to give offi- 
cial information concerning the result of 
the negotiations. 


Secret Relation* Still. 


"As far as concerns Germany's policy 


toward Russia since 1890 I ant equally 
unable to give exhaustive reply as long as 
our obligation continues. I leave the for 
eign secretary to speak in that respect. 
After careful examination of available 
material I cannot help recognizing the 
weight of tbe motives governing Ger- 
many's policy and at the same time can 
express my conviction that no unfavora- 
ble modification of our relations has made 
itself felt. 


Allies Hare Confidence. 


"The assertions that the British or any 


other foreign influence bad contributary 
eSect must be dismissed as devoid of all 
foundation. 
(Cries of bravo, bravo). 


Regarding the effect of recent publications 
we are all glad to be able to say that the 
cloud of distrust which was at first observ- 
ant over certain classes of our population 
has again disappeared. 
Our relations 


with our allies are marked now as ever 
with absolute mutual confidence. Oar 
relations with Russia have never for a 
moment ceased to be friendly. (Applause 
from all parts of the house)."

HEAVY STORMS WEST, 


Railroads Blockaded,Towns 


Threatened with Floods 


and Wires all Down.

TACOMA, Wash.—A cyclone struck 


White and Black river valleys between 
Tacoma and Seattle, which 
became 


flooded, causing much danger to traffic. 
The Northern Pacific abandoned its ser- 
vice in the Seattle branch. The only wire 
left was between Tacoma and Seattle and 
it is difficult to get particulars of the flood. 


Last night a log jam formed in White 


river and it was reported necessary to 
blow up the railroad bridge to save the 
town of Kent from being flooded. A later 
report says the bridge succumbed to the 
pressure. 
Probably it will be several 


days before a resumption of traffic. 


The long distance telephone wires are 


down in all directions. Rain changed to 
snow yesterday and this morning the 
ground was covered with two inches of 
snow. 


According to weather reports from 


Portland, Oregon, the storm is rapidly 
moving eastward. Yesterday Portland 
was directly in the storm centre and the 
temperature fell to 34, unprecedcntedly 
low at this time of the year. 


The rain fall 36 hours, ending this morn- 


ing, was nearly three inches. Many wash- 
outs are reported on railroads. 
The 


storm has done considerable damage to 
Portland. 


The streets are flooded, wires down and 


traffic is seriously impeded. Telephone 
companies are compelled to keep line-men 
out all the time untangling wires and 
pumping out conduits. 


DYNAMITERS IN BOSTON, 


Had all the Bombs Exploded 


the Destruction Would 


Have Been Terrible. 


(Special Despatch to the Transcript.) 


BOSTON, Nov IB.—An attempt to blow 


up with dynamite a four-story brick 
apartment house, Hotel Highland, in the 
Roxbury district was made early today. 
The dynamite, wbich was supposed to 
have been thrown down the chimney, fell 
only one story instead of going to the 
basement. 


The damage was confined 
to 
the 


kitchen on the top floor, which was badly 
wrecked. The chimney was demolished. 
Several persons were injured though not 
seriously. The police are investigating 
and found three unexp^pded sticks, eight 
inches in length on the roof. They think 
the intention was to have the bombs 
explode simultaneously, which would 
surely have caused terrible destruction. 
No motive is known.

Spain Gave Gen, Weyler All 


He Asked and Looks foi 


Results Now, 


PRES, CLEVELAND WAITING, 


The Administration's Action 


will Be Determined By 
General Weyler's Suc- 


cess or Defeat. 


(Special Dispatch to the Transorlot.1 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 16.—It Is learned 


from an authoritative source that the 
Spanish government baa given General 
Weyler to understand that he must push 
operations against the insurgents very ag- 
gressively and vigorously. Unless he soon 
achieves a decisive victory it is believed 
he will be recalled. 


'Weyler* Rank Endangered. 


General Weyler it is understood is 


aware of the alternative at present in the 
campaign in Pinar Del Rio and it ia ex- 
pected the result of an engagement will 
put a new aspect on the Cuban situation. 
The campaign, therefore, becomes a per- 
sonal matter to Weyler, with the know- 
ledge of bis prestige and rank at stake. 
Havana cables are being watched anx- 
iously for news of important battles. 


Unequally matched. 


General Weyler; has all the troops he 


can use. Ke has over 200,000 Spanish 
troops and the Cuban force under Weyler 
at present is about 80,000. Maceo, against 
whom he is now operating, has but 7,000 
Spain having fulfilled all of Weyler's 
wishes regarding troops, looks now for 
results. 


AdniluKknttloUK Act foil. 


Consul General Lee has acquainted the 


adminstration with these facts and the 
president is now waiting a turn in events. 
The position the administration will take 
in the message to congress will be deter- 
mined largely by the news received be- 
fore December 7, the writing of that 
portion of the message will be delayed 
till then. 


Going with the Wind. 


If the news is favorable to the success 


of the Spanish the president will proba- 
bly continue his policy of non-interference 
Should it distinctly be in favor of the in- 
surgent cause, especially involving Wey- 
ler's defeat, the president will no longer 
hestitate to commend recognition of the 
insurgents as beligerents. 


General Lee Active. 


Probably the administration's course 


will be influenced in some measure by 
Spain's policy. It is felt here, therefore 
that the most important Cuban news is 
expected from Cuba, not from Washing- 
ton. General Lee called at the state de- 
partment today and was closeted with 
Secretary Olney for half an hour. As far 
as could bo learned only a general discus- 
sion of the matter took ('ace. 


Havana Report! Kxamlned. 


Reports continue to come from the act- 


ing consul general in Havana and several 
of these were examined by General Lee 
today. General Lee said he hardly ex- 
pected to go to the White house today as 
President Cleveland is very busy with his 
annual message. It ia understood his call 
had no immediate relation to any new de- 
velopment, that it was|rather a discussion 
of the situation from the standpoint of his 
residence on the island.

The Story of "Long Tom" 


by One Who Knows 


the Facts. 


IT IS NOT IN HQOSAC RIVER, 


How It Was Stolen and Restolcn. 


Bennfngton Boys Got. It Last. 


Taken to Sucker Pond and 


Exploded. 


CHICAGO, Nov. 10,1£96. 


EDITOR TRANSCRIPT: 
In your issue of November 5 I noticed 


an article which stated that the Sons of 
Veterans would probe the Hoosac river 
between the two bridges in your city for 
an old cannon, called the "Old Iron Long 
Tom," and which it was claimed was 
thrown into the river by Dan Roberts. 


I would say that if such was the case it 


must have been fished out by the Benning- 
ton boys, as this cannon was stolen and 
re-stolen by the North Adams and Beii- 
nington boys at different times. Last of 
all the old cannon was captured by Ben- 
nington boys and lay covered with brush 
in a sugar camp on the side of Bennington 
hill. I knew where it was, and my lather, 
D. A. Rider, with several other strong, 
able-bodied men, and myself to drive the 
team, which was owned by my father, 
loaded the old cannon on a wagon and 
drove with it to its everlasting destination, 
which place in those days was called 
Sucker pond, but which is now known as 
Lake Hancock. 


This was in October, ISM. 
The calcu- 


lation was to discharge the old cannon 
under the water at a later date for the 
purpose of killing fish, but by the special 
request of some prominent citizens who 
were to leave Bennington the day we 
took the cannon up the mountain to the 
pond, it was decided to give them a part- 
ing salute. Consequently upon our arrival 
at the pond we placed the cannon on 
some logs and aimed it toward Benning- 
ton village. 
It was then loaded by D. A. 


Rider, Lorenzo Gore and myself as fol- 
lows: We first put in two pounds of pow- 
der dust, sweepings from a powder mill; 
we then drove in a pair of old pants and 
pounded down after them a lot oi' wet 
leaves. Several shovelfuls of sand were 
added to fill up and. last of al!, wo filled 
the cannon to the muzzle with stones, 
driving them in with a sledge hammer. A 
fuse was then attached and lighted, aud 
the result was that the cannon was blown 
to atoms. The largest piece we could find 
weighed less than 200 pounds. 


Lorenzo 
Gore, who was with my 


iatber and myself when the cannon 
was blown up, now lives in Wilmington, 
Vt. These are the facts concerning the 
cannon spoken of in the TRANSCRIPT, and 
if you will kindly inform the parties con- 
cerned in the search you will save them 
trouble and expense. I was a resident of 
your city fifteen years ago.

EDITOR TRANSCRIPT :—There appeared 


in tbe Evening Herald of Friday last an 
editorial relating to the prevalence of 
typhoid fever in this city and criticising 
tbe means taken for its prevention. 
Nearly all the statements in this editorial 
were so at varience with the truth that it 
may not be out of place to take some 
notice of it. 


When a man writes about "diseased" 


germs when he means disease germp, and 
"excretia" when he means excreta, (and 
by the way excreta have nothing to do 
with typhoid fever; he should have said 
excrement) it shows that he is writing on 
a subject of wbich he knows nothing. 
This fact, however, does not excuse him 
for his indifference to the trutn fulness of 
his subject matter. 


He begins by speaking of "the ravages j 


of typhoid fever in North Adams," and 
says: 
"North Adams has had more 


typhoid fever cases during the present 
season than ever before." This is not 
true. There were reported hist year, dur- 
ing the Qrst ten months, seventy-seven 
cases with seventeen deaths. During the 
corresponding months of the present 
year there bave been reported fifty-nine ] 
cases with ten deaths. These reports show j 
a decided diminution in tbe disease this J 
year. 
| 


He next says: "The typhoid germs 


iroin the north branch of the Hoosac 
river were removed by the construction 
of a costly sewer." This is not true. The 
board of health advised the building of a 
sewer between Eagle and Marshall streets, 
and another through Union street to the 
Five Roods, for the purpose of removing 
sewage from the Hooaac river. The one 
between Eagle and Marshall streets has 
not been commenced, and the one on 
Union street has just been completed as 
for as the Eclipse dam, but tbe buildings 
alon; its route are not yet connected with 
it. so it is an easy matter to see that we i 
have tlis same conditions this year that 
we had last, so far as they could be rem- 
edied by the building of sewers. 
During 


tbe present season the board of health 
bos had removed from the river the 
sewage of the Windsor print 
works, 


Barber's 
Leather works, the 
Union 


school, the Eagle, Estes and Stone 
mills, besides 
many 
private houses. 


Nothing more can be done in this direc- 
tion until the two sewers above men- 
tioned come into use. The board of pub- 
lic works has done all in its power to 
hasten this work, but no board can do 
the work of two years in one summer. 


Again, the Herald says "it would be in- 


teresting to find ont now what our local 
'experts' tbink of the cause of this new 
epidemic." 
Without waiting for the 


"experts" 1 wil; answer this by saying 
that there is no new epidemic. It ix the 
same old epidemic, and that it i« hero now 
> 


is without a doubt largely owin^ lo causes j 
which arose from ignorance of proper 
sanitary measures upon the part of those 
who allowed the North Branch to become 
an open sewer. 


The fact that the Herald has found 


typhoid fever to exist in the "palatial 
residences of the rich" shows first that 
there are residence districts in North 
Adams that most of us have never visited, 
and next that tbe "rich" have not felt 
themselves too good to share the sorrows 
of the poor. 
The only "public institu- 


tion" where there has been any typhoid 
fever is the hospital, where three cases 
are supposed to have been contracted 
within the building. These were undoubt- 
edly coses of secondary infection, that ia, 
taken from di-ect contact with the pa- 
tient, and there is no difficulty whatever 
in accounting for them. 


In regard to the "Notch excretia bug- 


gaboo" (one g only in bugaboo, brother), 
and the purchase of the farms, but little 
need be said. That purchase was made 
upon the advice of the local board of 
health, backed up by the state board and 
Professor Sedgwick, the state biologist. 


Tbe Herald has left off "barnstorming" 


and is giving its attention to real estate in 
the Notch, but this city has not mode two 
purchases of which it has more reason to 
be proud and where it has showed more 
sound judgment than when it bought the 
city hall property and the Notch farms. 


In another item the Herald says that 


tbe cause of tbe fever is "quite likely" to 
"lie in the stagnant pool and stream 
known as Phoenix dam and the south 
branch of the Hoosac river." The animus 
of the item is patent, and the insinuation 
contained in it is rot. There arc enough 
real causes for alarm without getting out a 
drag net and trying to rake up itiugumry 
ones. The Phoenix dam has no more to 
do with spreading typhoid fever iu North 
Adams than the Bennington Battle monu- 
ment has. 


If the Herald would buy a spelling 


book, and take a little more pains to 
verify some of its statements before giving 
them out as facts, it would avoid some of 
tbe blunders that I have pointed out in 
this letter.

STEINS FOR DECORATION. 


The Hotnrwque Aspect of the German 


Beer Mug. 


The itein, or German earthenware 


beer mug, is enjoying a fall measure of 
popular favor just at present as an ar- 
ticle both for decoration" and for use. 
The gathering up of an many unique 
•nd interesting varieties of these rnngs 
as they can find has become a fad with 
many people, and it is followed up with 
the same devoted zeal which always 
marks the collecting mania, whatever 
form it may chance to take. In stu- 
dents' rooms, clnbs and bachelor apart- 
ments it is to be presumed that the 
steins are intended for at least occasion- 
al use, although it must be confessed 
that ornamentation is the chief idea. 
But there are many purchasers of the 
Gorman beer mags who would never 
dream of filling them with that fluid or 
any other. They are meant solely to be 
looked at—to be bandied, if at all, with 
the utmost respect—and a high place 
amid the more old fashioned and conse- 
quently less interesting bric-a-brac of 
the room is awarded them. 
Women, 


form a large portion of the class which 
regards the stein as a decorative object 
pure and simple. Some importers in the 
city have rooms reserved especially for 
their women customers, who drop In 
frequently to inquire whether there are 
any novelties in the designs or in the 
ware itself. 


All the eteius in this country are im- 


ported from Germany, and nearly all of 
them from the Rhine provinces. The 
oldest and best known manufactories, 
some of which have been in existence 
for 1)^ centuries, are in Rhenish Prus- 
sia, the duchy of Luxemburg and in 
Lorraine. Certain kinds of ware charac- 
terize the different places, but the proc- 
esses to which the clay and stone are 
subjected in the making arc kept care 
fully guarded by the possessors of the 
eecret. Lime ia one of the chief ingredi- 
ents of the softer earthenware mugs, 
and ground quartz and feldspar form 
the basis of the harder. The glazing is 
an art which has taken the greatest 
amount of study and experiment to de- 
velop successfully. 


It is the taak of an artist to decorate 


the steins. 
All the figures and inscrip- 


tions must be painted on, and the mug 
then fired, as in china decoration in this 
country. The work upon the most cost- 
ly specimens is of a high order of merit. 
Some of the raised scroll ornamentation 
can be made by putting the soft clay in- 
to a mold, but the figures of men and 
animals which stand out in relief are 
formed by an artist modeler, who must 
be a good deal of a sculptor in his way. 
Familiar scenes from history and from 
fiction are favorite subjects for illustra- 
tion on the steins

It Costs Great Britain Over 86,OOO,OOO to 


Drees Its Soldiers. 


It coats the British government f 6, • 


950,000 annually for clothing furnished 
its army all over the world. Each of 
the foreign possessions, however, has to 
payback to a certain extent the amount 
which the nn if onus ol the troops sta- 
tioned or s»nt there has cost, and this 
entails no end of complicated bookkeep- 
ing. 


ludia, for instance, pays lor the cloth- 


Jog of its own troops, ami also for the 
uniforms of the men which England 
sends there. The latter item is about 
1675,000 annually. On the other baud, 
when a regiment comes home from In- 
dia, that country has to be paid back 
the full value of the clothes they wear. 


The government sells old and worn- 


oat articles to the secondhand dealers, 
who, by the way, USD ally accumulate 
fortunes in a short time. The value of 
castoff clothes so disposed of is about 
$140,000 yearly. The scraps remaining 
after the uniforms have been cut out 
also bring a matter of $30,000 annual- 
ly, lu all the authorities receive back 
nboot $1,600,000, thus reducing the to- 
tal cost of clothing the army to less than 
$5,000,090 a year. 


The best quality of everything is used 


in the manufacture of uniforms. In 
fact, it is said they ure too good for du- 
rable wear. A huge factory in Pimlico, 
London, makes a, large share of the fur- 
nishings, but vast quantities of foot and 
hea d'gear are bought i eady made. Boots 
and leggings, for example, cost §1,1(55,- 
000 and headdresses $300,000. 


The thousands of miles of flannel, 


linen, calico, cloth, velvet, etc-,, tho 
millions of buttons, tho tons of cotton 
wool, the billions of yards of sewing 
cotton, that are made into smart tunics, 
tidy trousers mid warm shirts cost $2,- 
425,000. The wages paid for making 
these np are over $fi,000 a week. Some 
of tho salaries paid for this branch are 
excellent for England. Tho inspector of 
clothing receives $G,000 and Ms assist- 
ants $8,750 apiece, and so on down the 
long list. 


Bat al] this vast expense is probably 


much less than tho annual outlay that 
France or Germany makes for keeping 
its poldiers smart in appearance in times 
of peace. In Germany, tor example, ev- 
ery man ill the army is said to have 
four complete suite of military clothing. 
—New York Journal. 


Mobt V.'licc^ Arc Olrrolled. 


So many bicyclists have been observed 


Buffering frcm clogged chains that a 
word of advice may with propriety ba 
repeated: Oil tho chain—nothing is 
more necessary, but bo sure i;ot to have 
it wet. Each link should be thoroughly 
lubricated, and then the chain should be 
rubbed dry. No amount of rubbiug, it 
should be remembered, can remove the 
oil from tho parts between the links, 
where it is needed, and not a particle of 
oil ia required on the exterior surface. 
The drier that is the better. The oil, 
if exposed, picks up and holds dust and 
adds greatly to the friction. The same 
advice applies to all oiling. If so much 
is put in the bearings that some over- 
flows and it in not wiped off, dust will 
gather at the spot, and even in the best 
made bearings some of it will almost 
certainly wo;-k into tfce balls and make 
trouble. 
And even if it does not get so 


far the bunches of dust so accumulated 
detract from the appearance of an other- 
wise well groomed machine and render 
the cleaning after a mu twice as diffi- 
cult as it need be. The fact is that more 
wheels err overoiled than cnderoiled. 
"Carrying a canary, "KB tho "wheel- 
men" call riding -with a dry bearing 
that screeches, is cot half so common as 
a dnst buried bearing. Of course, of tho 
two, tho latter is preferable, hut no rid- 
er need have either.—New York PoEt.

and decisive action the several depart- 
ments of the government will be found 
alive to the requirements ot the occa- 
sion and amply provide for any emer- 
gency which may be encountered. 
Measures of a precautionary character 
have been taken to meet any critical 
condition which may arise. la other 
words, the United States is judiciously 
continuing the work of strengthening 
its fortifications and works of defense, 
which 
have been in progress for 


several years, and will thereby be 
prepared to change its policy should 
it be deemed advisable to do so. 
Investigation prove* that army officers 
along the Atlantic coast are pushing 
the work in their several depat^nents 
with all possible despatch under or- 
ders to have certain classes of heavy 
orduance ready for use at as early a 
day as possible. Every precaution for 
secrecy lias been taken, and officers lo- 
cated at the na\'3r yards decline to dis- 
cuss their unusual activity, while Sec- 
retary Ijamont says that he is trying 
to make some return in finished works 
of defense for the great expenditures 
which have been made in that direc- 
tion.

maxim: "In time of peace prepare for 
war," has been passed along the line.

The 
rebels have again attacked the town ot 
Condado, near Trinidad, and again 
used artillery in their attempt to cap- 
ture the place. The garrison repulsed 
the insurgents, killing some of tho 
rebel artillerymen. Later a force of 
local guerrillas started in pursuit of 
the insurgents.

1884 
to 18»0 was revealed in Prince 


Bismarck's recent articles in his per- 
sonal organ, the Hamburger Nach- 
riohtrn. and an explanation why the 
agreement was allowed to lapse. Ap- 
plications for admission to the galleries 
have been enormously in excess of the 
capacity of the space devoted to visi- 
tors and a full1 attendance of members 
ot the reichstag is also assured. It 
wa» given out lat-t la&t evening, how- 
ever, that it is not the intention of the 
centrist leaders to press debate to the 
extent of embarrassing the govern- 
ment, but it is nevertheless certain 
that the debate will be a very spiri t- 
ed one and likely to lead to sharp ex- 
changes of personalities. 
It is also un- 


derstood that Count Herbert Bismarck, 
who, 
it bas been suggested, was re- 


sponsible to a great degree for the 
publication of the revelations — though 
nobody now believes that he was — 
will take part, in the discussion of ths 
centrist motion. An article in the 
Hamburger Naehrichten indicates that 
the line of the ex-chancellor's de- 
fense of his course in making the dis- 
closures will be that it was in the in- 
terests of the country, which ouyfht to 
learn the motives which actuated tho 
late chancellor Count von Caprivi in 
covering the bond between Kussia and 
Germany which existed from 18S4 to 
1890. 
If the government is able to ex- 


plain <hi& action on the part of Prince 
Bismarck's successor -to the chancellor- 
ship, the Naehrichten says, it will be 
a very easy matter to tranquilize Ger- 
many by showing in what way (rerman 
relations with the other foreign pow- 
ers made a Russian alliance unaccepta- 
ble.
